"Lima would certainly be able to use a large quantity of the 


government supplies," said John Herboltzheimer, market master, "I 


believe 1 could handle between $4,000 and 55,000,worth of the 
canned goods at the city market a day. 


"It seems to me, tho'," he said, "that I should have been noti- 


fied of the possibility of getting some of the supplies to Lima. I was 
never told a thing about it, reading it in the newspapers for the first 
time. 
' 


"If the only obstacle to getting a shipment in Lima has been 


removed, I am in favor of bidding for a large quantity. It will help the 


working man, and if the price is right, it will be a great relief to the 


city. 


"I will have the clerk call a meeting of the finance committee 


of the council to see what they want to do about standing good for 
the shipment. I can prepare a list of what we can use here, and we 
can make a try to get some of the goods. 
I believe in taking ad- 


vantage of the offer. 
Funny thing I was never told anything about 


it." 


"We need just this sort of thing here at the present time," he 


continued. 
"People are paying high prices, even tho meats have 


come down a little in the past few days. 
But this Government can- 


ned goods will be sold cheaper than the prevailing market prices and 
thousands of people will be benefited. 


"We have the equipment, and stalls, at the market place to 


handle this work, and if the advertising is taken care of, it can be 
successfully put over. 
We are not allowed to advertise, but I think 


it will be sufficiently made public to attract everybody. 
Yes, 1 am 


sure that I can handle $S,OOO worth a 
day." 


James Morton, speaking for the Grocers' association, who would 


be somewhat affected by the cut in prices during the sale, said that 
the association would welcome the plan. 


"You 
can count on the Grocers' association standing behind 


any proposition that is for the city's benefit," he said. 
"While the 


Government supplies would be sold for less than the retail prices, the 
local grocers will be anxious to assist in disposing of the stock, I am 
sure. You can say that the Grocers' association is for it." 


David Rupert, city auditor, stated that since the question of 


financing the proposition had been taken care of by Secretary of War 
Baker's action, there was no reason why Lima could not take ad- 
vantage of the offer. 


"We have a city market, and a market master, who gets $1,800 


a year. 
Let him handle the matter, thru the established market," 


said Rupert.

boltzheimer says he could dispose of con- 
signments and wants the city to take the 
necessary steps. 


The retail merchants favor anything 


that will benefit the people, their secretary, 
James Morton, said today. He added that 
the grocers' association favored and would 
stand back of any move to get cheaper food 
for Lima people. 


A special meeting of council should be 


called without delay and the necessary ac- 
tion taken to get this city's share of this 
food. 
The people won their fight against 


the big packing interests and now should 
have the benefit. The packers wanted the 
food shipped out of the country in order that 
high prices would not be affected. 


Many councilmen today declared they 


were in favor of acting at once on this mat- 
ter. 
It remains for Mayor Simpson and

red tape. 


When questioned as to the part Lima would take in supply- 


ing the people of this city with the goods offered by the govern- 
ment, Mayor Simpson said:

"Well, I don't know. Of course, there will be a lot of work 


and responsibility to a matter of that sort. Somebody will have 
to stay with it and handle it, and it will be a big job. 


"Then too," he continued, "the big cities will take up most ol 


he goods, so Lima may not be able to get any at all. 
It might be 


a good thing to write to Washington and find out about shipping 
some of the goods here, but there is so much red tape to those 
things that it would take a lot of time. 


"However, it might be a good thing," ho added, "and I ex- 


pect if Washington is going to ship the goods out and collect for 
them after they are sold, we will be notified. I expect, tho, that 
a government clerk, or army officer, or someone connected with 
the government would be here to handle the sale. Of course, the 
officials at. Washington will dictate the arrangements."

"You can put me on record," said ,1. W. Dempster, president 


of the city council, "as favoring any move to get some of the i?m'- 
crnment supplies to Lima.

Billion Dollar Engineering Pro- 


ject is Considered by 


Canada 


ST. JOHNS. — 
The • mammoth 


project of diverting the frigid Lab- 
rador current, and bring the warm 
waters.of the gulf stream to the 
eastern portions of Canada and the 
United States, is again being agitated 
in Newfoundland. 


It Is proposed to dam the straits 


of Belle Isle, at the northern ex- 
tremity of Newfoundland. 


It is this gateway between 
the 


Atlantic and the gulf of St. Law- 
rence that lets in the cold Labrador 
current, closing St. Lawrence ports 
during the winter months. 


Such a change, diverting the polar 


stream to the Atlantic and allowing 
the warm waters of the torrid zone 
to circulate freely around eastern 
shores .would increase the value of 
lands and natural resources by bil- 
lions of dollars. 


It would greatly improve condi- 


tions of living and 
public 
health 


would release for 
industries 
vast 


quantities of fuel now used for heat- 
ing purposes, and would greatly aug- 
ment the population, commerce and 
revenues of Canada. 


The cost would be enormous, but 


the project has been 
pronounced 


free from engineering difficulty. 


The climatic effects of the Labra- 


dor current on Canada covers a vast 
extent of territory.

The Teacher'* Pay Envelope 


THE EXACT AVERAGE annual salary of a teacher in the 
United States in %630.64, or $12.13 a week, says the Toledo 
Blade. How far wfll that amount go toward the support of the 
average teacher? 


IN ONE OF THE MOST prosperous states, the cost of living 
was investigated in 141 of its largest school centers, and the 
result pubHahed in February, 1919. The items of board, room 
and laundry are «o nearly standardized that these were taken 
as the basja of calculation. Careful investigation showed, 
however, that these items constituted only 55 per cent of the 
necessary living expense* of the average teacher. The result 
of the survey showed that the average grade teacher in 115 of 
the 141 school centers actually ran behind the necessary ex- 
penses of living; in other words, she paid her community some- 
thing for the privilege of teaching. 
THESE NECESSARY EXPENSES, in addition to board, room 
and laundry, included no debatable items that might possibly 
be classed as luxuries. They were the really necessary things, 
such as clothing, postage stamps, car fares, etc. 
THE AVERAGE DEFICIT in thews 115 school centers ranges 
from $1.99 to $366.36. And the average excess of salary over 
expenses in the remaining 26 centers is rarely over $100, the 
high mark being $236.18 in a city where the average grade 
wage is nearly double that of the average for the United States. 
The average pay of teachers in the state in question is far 
above the average for the country. 
THE GRADE TEACHERS in over 81 per cent of these 141 
school centers of one of the richest and most prosperous states 
of the union are losing money. They are compelled to borrow, 
or accept gifts from their families and friends of things neces- 
sary to living, in order to exist as school-teachers. 
THERE ARE 37 out of these 141 school centers in which the 
average high school teacher is also losing money. None is 
able to save enough to make the profession of teaching prom- 
ise any competence for the future. 
THESE CONDITIONS CITED are far better than in many of 
the states less prosperous and less advanced in their educa- 
tional program. 
Of the situation in general, throughout the 


United States, it can only be said that the pittance paid to 
teachers necessarily results in laying the foundations in the 
schools of an indifferent citizenship. 
Workmen, unjustly 


treated, can never work at their best.

That is the reason why 
Friday and Sunday advertising always predominates in the 
smaller cities. 
In metropolitan localities Saturday trading is 


secondary and in the East the big stores clone in the after- 
noon, because the people play at that time instead of shop. 


LIMA MERCHANTS ARE on the right track in their Suburban 
Day effort, but it must not be expected that no immediate re- 
turns can be secured as in the direct appeal to city buyers. 
And it must be remembered that habit guides the farmer the 
same as it does the city dweller. Farmers in the Lima district 
are as a rule, wealthy. They have their own electric light 
plants, automobiles, tractors, electrical apparatus. 
A larger 


percentage of rural youth now attends college and university 
than of the same ages in the city. Wednesday Suburban Days 
must be made a community affair, drawing from the farm and 
the small city and town alike for a reason. This reason must 
be social as well as commercial with the idea of getting friends 
from all around to center on Wednesday rather than on five 
scattered days of the week. This will require, as it did in Ft, 
Wayne, months to bring about, but it will be brought about.

Under such conditions fifiS patients 
with pneumonia were treated, with 
135 deaths (13.9 per cent.) 


Nov. 
24th a radical change of 


treatment was made. Windows and 
doors were kept closed, pneumonia 
patients 
on outside porches were 


moved into the wards, a cotton jack- 
et was applied to every soldier with 
pneumonia, surgeons and attendants 
were cautioned to handle patients so 
as to prevent all exposure of chill- 
ing, fires were never allowed to go 
out, and the wards were kept free 
from a feeling of chill (except on 
very cold days when it wa» Impos- 
sible to do so,) special nurses were 
provided for the desperately sick, 
bathing was discouraged except for 
cleanliness. Under these conditions 
435 pneumonia patients were treat- 
ed, -with fourteen deaths (3.2 per 
cent.) 


Dr. Head candidly reminds the 


reader that several authorities have 
stated that mortality rates are high 
er and the disease more severe In the 
earlier stage of influenza epidemics. 
He observes: "Any clinician who has 
walked through long wards of sol- 
diers 
desperately sick with 
pneu- 


monia, 
every man lying, with

dow through which on cold days and 
nights cold and often damp winds 
are

There is a report in the trade 


that makers of standard collars that 
now are sold wholesale at $1.90 
a dozen have determined to 
raise 


the price. 


There is no justification for such 


an act. The larger 
retailers have 


been selling these collars at 25 cents 
apiece. Small dealers have been dis- 
posing of them at 20 cents. 


The retailer who charged 25 cents 


practiced 
extortion. At $1.90 
the 


cost to him was less than 1G cents 
per collar. His prict. therefore was 
more than 50 per cent above that at 
which he purchased the goods. 


It is questionable vhether 
the 


manufacturers ever had 
warrant 


for going to $1.90 a dozen. 


The very great advance this marks 


from, ihe price before the war does 
not cover the 
real 
increase, 
for 


when the advance was inaugurated 
ihe manufacturers lowered the grade 
of the collars reducing the number 
of threads in the fabric. 


The manufacturer might be taught 


a salutary lesson if the American 
men ceased wearing the linen collar 
in summer. 


As a matter of fact it is an abom- 


ination. It adds measurably to the 
heat and discomfort of the wearer 
in summer, and as it is aji, active 
conductor of cold, it offers little or 
no protection to him in winter. 


A soft collar is much more sen- 


sible, serviceable and satisfactory.

Edwin Y. Webb, North Carolina, la 
the House. Th» same resolution was 
presented to the Sixty-fifth Congress 
in December, 1118.

1», 19H, the House Judiciary com- 
mittee reported ft out. Finally the 
prohibition amendment was passed 
by the Senate, August 1, 1917 by a 
vote of iff to 20 and J» the House, 
December 17, by a vote of 2*2 to 
2.2S.

troduced by Rep. Barkley, Kentucky, 
in the House April 26,1918, and was

Tuesday tha war tax on all first 


class man will be lifted and a man 
in Lima can send a missive to a lady 
in Puyallup, Washington, for the 
old-time price of two cents. 


Since November 2, 1917. people 


have been forced to add the one cent 
tax to all letters and postal carda. 
and they were about getting used to 
it when the government lifted th« 
tax and many will be relieved and 
benefited. 


Contradicting the popular belief 


that the tax was added as an earn- 
ing factor to tha post office depart- 
ment Postmaster Sullivan 
explains 


that the addition postage was turn- 
ed over to the secretary of the treat, 
ury as an aid in the payment of the 
war expenses. 


Figures available from the Lima 


postoffice show that from the tima 
of tha passage of the act; November 
2, 1917 until June 30, 1918, the end- 
ing of the fiscal year, a tax collec- 
tion of 120,035.67 was received. The 
next 
eleven 
months, 
following 


which ended May 31, 1818 produced 
from Lima citizens a sum of $30,* 
957.49. Total receipts paid into the 
Lima office amounted to $50,992.96. 


Beginning Tuesday the old rate ol 


two cents per ounce for sealed mai] 
and one cent for post cards is effect- 
ive. The old familiar red stamp of 
the two cent variety will be more in 
evidence with the return to former 
rates of postage. 


"The placing of a small tax upon 


letters and post cards," according to 
Postmaster 
Sullivan, 
"proved 
a 


source of revenue to the federal gov- 
ernment which, reached everyone. 


"The act embraced minors, for- 


eigners and others not 
otherwise 


taxable, inasmuch as they were re- 
quired to pay the tax the same as all 
others.

Constructive History 


of Our Organization 


(Continued from last Sunday) 


J. C. Penny from a farmer boy to Chairman of Board o£ 


Directors of the largest chain of Dry Goods Stores in the 
world. Mr. Penney was born on a farm two and one-half 
miles east of Hamilton, Mo., on'September 16, 1875. He was 
the seventh of twelve children. When J. C. Penney Jr 
was two years old the family moved to Hamilton, Mo., in' 
order that the children might have the benefit of a high 
school education. 


Early in life Mr. Penney showed a very earnest desire to 


make money. When he was nine years old he started rais- 
ing hogs. H« began this business with but one Berkshire 
hog, and on Saturdays he would go to the country, and go 
over the corn fields, after the corn had been gathered by 
the farmer, and would take what he could find home, for 
feed, for his hogs. He would also carry garbage from the 
neighbors in the city, and sometimes for many blocks. The 
hogs grew and multiplied, and finally he decided he best 
dispose of them, and when he returned home, his father 
asked him what he had done with the money. To which 
J. C. Penney replied: "I have deposited it in two banks." 
When his father asked a« to his reason for doing this, he 
promptly replied: "Banks sometimes fail, and he was not 
' going to take chances in losing all of his capital." 


His next business adventure was a watermelon patch. 


This proved to be quite a success, but it demanded consider- 
able care, requiring him to sleep in a tent in the middle of 
his melon patch, with a dog and a shot gun as companions. 
In evidence that his neighbors knew that he meant busi- 
ness, it has been said that quite often, colored men that 
were his customers, when they stopped at night to buy mel- 
ons, would call over the fence to him: 
"Hey, Jim, I am 


coming over to buy some melons; don't shoot." 


In the Spring of 1893. at the age of seventeen, he grad- 


uated from high school. 
For two years thereafter he 


worked on his father's farm, then he decided he would like 
the mercantile business. 
Securing a position with J. M. 


Hale & Bro., In a general store in Hamilton, Mo. _For his 
labor he was paid. $25.00 for eleven months' work, an 
average of $2.27 a. month. His duties consisted of sweeping 
out, 
dusting, and in fact doing everything no one else cared 


to do. After two years of faithful services his salary was 
$16.50. 
He left Hale Bros. June 7, 1897. 
His sales for 


the past year were next to the highest in the store. 


On the advice of his physician he went west for his 


health. Mr. Penney was always a delicate boy, although 
no one would think so to see him now. Arriving at Den- 
ver, Col., he accepted a position at $6.00 per week, but 
soon left that to enter the butcher business. 
After one 


and one-half years making a dismal failure of it, he im- 
mediately sought another opening, making application for 
a. position with Mr. Callahan, who owned and managed 
several stores, known as the Golden Rule Stores. After 
three months employment in Mr. Callahan's store In Long- 
mout, Col., Mr. Callahan decided that Mr. Penney had some 
good qualities and sent him to his store at Evanston, Wyo., 
salary $50.00 a month. He worked hard and diligently, 
saving his money until be had a bank account of $500.00, 
whlchjie used to pay for a third Interest in a new store 
opened up at Kemmer, Wyo., a branch store of the Evans- 
ton store, with a capital of six thousand dollars ($6.000.00). 
He borrowed $1600.00 more to take care of his third inter- 
est. Mr. Penney opened this store April 2, 1902, doing a 
business of almost $29,000 the first ten months. We might 
say that April 2, 1802 marked the beginning of a most 
successful career. 
It was a courageous undertaking for a young man pos- 


sessing nothing but hi* hands and his head, with a wife and 
two babies to support. Dark as the hours were Mr. Penney 
battled through some trying experiences. He had a fairly 
broad grasp of economic principle!, some definite ideas of 
organization, store management and expansion. The best 
of nil wa* the cardinal principles of the Golden Rule.
